been enriched since last Season by a munificent 
donation, from Mr. E. ‘Tl.

(himself an artist of celebrity), and proves his de- 
yotion to his art by this noble example of liberality 
to these schools—an example which we hope to see 
followed by many of those patrons of art who can so 
well assist in such a cause. We are glad to find a 
fine arts library is in course of formation ; and, 
though the number of works is at present but small, 
trust it is but a nucleus from which, in time, a more 
enlarged and useful collection may spring. ‘There is 
one feature in these schools in which we are deeply 
interested, namely, the admission of FEMALE STUDENTS. 
This is not only a novelty in a public school of art,

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.)

HE Italian Opera here is by 
no means thriving, even wit 
Roneconi and Persiani.

Beyond this, Paris is so devoid of interest that I 
turn to Rome, and will give you the transcript of a 
letter I received this morning, 


Rome. 

Dear B.—Meeting my friend D-—-, the antiquarian, 
at the Café rate’ are I incidentally named to him a re- 
cent discovery 1 had made in a tomb near the Via 
Babbuina; but it evidently met with no credence at 
his hands. “ Can you point out the sepulchre re- 
ferred to?” said he. Lanaeeiel in the affirmative. He 
paused for atime; and then, with an air of condign 
melancholy, declared that every one was in better 
luck than evasie Vor the last fifteen years he had 
been busily seeking for the origin of the celebrated 
‘* Coronation Stone,” and had not advanced one inch 
in his quest; for, whenever he marched triumphantly 
into the depths of history, he had invariably been 
compelled to retrace his steps. For my part, I had 
always been satisfied with the knowledge that Ed- 
ward I, had transported this Stone from the Palace of 
Scone, for the simple reason that he could gain no 
other advantage over the brave Scots; and it was 
moreover, my firm belief that old Holinshed was 
merely joking when he asserted that Gaiithelus, the 
son of Cecrops, brought this Penagrows relic first to 
Egypt, then to Rome, then to pa, then to Ireland, 
whence it was carried to Scot and by ‘ Con of the 
Hundred Fights” ; and my friend D-—— js thoroughly 
sceptical, without being able to substitute a better 
tradition, ‘To him, poor fellow, the Coronation Stone 
in Westminster Abbey is, in serious sooth, a 
stumbling-block. He has now been two years in 
Rome, and has dived into all the archives there—jin 
vain—as may be inferred; but he has, nevertheless 
being aman of good family, and well Introduced), 
aa on extensive acquaintance among the élite of 
the Imperial City, and has very’ kindly taken me by 
the hand in my wanderings. The réunions of the 
upper classes of Roman society cannot compete in 
brilliancy with a French salon, but they are incom- 
parably more agreeable. Simplicity, good sense, and 
an absence of all pretension and mere effect, are their 
main characteristics; and, as to the women, there 
can be no comparison whatever, the fair inhabitants 
of Rome being about the loveliest and most loveable 
creatures under heayen—next to our own. ‘The 
villas of the Roman nobility are very much pleasanter 
than their palaces; and, by their splendour, elegance, 
and picturesqueness, connect them more intimately 
with their classical predecessors, ‘The villa Borghese 
may be specially named, on the Pincian Mount, 
outside the walls, with its fine sheet of water, temple, 
hippodrome, and beautiful see laid out in the 
English style, as taking the lead in all attractiveness, 
Its museum may still boast of much that is admirable, 
notwithstanding the unheard-of robberies com- 
mitted by the French. Almost all the villas _give 
us admirable views of the city, and exhibit to 
us at a glance its three distinctive features — 
obelisks, churches, and fountains. One of the three 
remaining aqueducts, that of the Aqua Vergine, feeds 
no less than thirteen of the latter with water of the 
purest and coolest, and supplics the greater part of the 
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lower town. The quantity of water conveyed into 

ome is much greater than that supplied to the 
Parisians, though in the latter case the population is 
six times as numerous. The system of sewers is quite 
equal to that of any other city, in consequence of the 
number and excellence of the olden constructions. Of 
course, as in all ancient cities, there are narrow streets 
in abundance; but the squares, gardens, places, and 
regular and wide streets, are also many. Rome is 
not 80 ‘healthy at some seasons as in others, but it is 
a mistake to stippose that the malaria is increasing 
among the habitable parts of the town; these are pre- 
cisely the spots where its ravages are least known; and 
if it were possible to quadruple the population it would 
be unknown altogether. Under so active a Government 
as that of the Sovereign Pontiff, indeed, this event 
seems not improbable, The temperature is, all the 
year round, genial; snow seldom falls, and there is 
ittle frost, save in January, so that orange-trees may 
be left to take care of themselves ; and as to the sky, 
nothing can be more glorious at morning, noon, 
evening, or night. Go visit the Colosseum by pale 
moonlight, or watch the purple hills at sunset, or the 
ery lines of the Campagna, or the dim eity crowned 
by the dome of St. Peter’s, or the long coast-line of 
the dark-blue sea, and, if you do not then feel a sudden 
inburst of divine poesy, all I can say is, that you 
never will. Count Hawks le Grice has told us all that 
can with safety be narrated on the subjects of sculp- 
ture, painting, and works of virtu; and many hun- 
dreds of tourists have told us more than can with 
safety be accepted about the fétes of the Romans, 
their races, theatres, and bull-fights. Of these themes 
I leave them in the full enjoyment, as well as of the 
cuisine, wines, fruit, bird-stuffers, and the Castle of 
St. Angelo, And now I have a crow to pluck with 
the good folks of Rome. Some time last year Lucile 
Grahn paid them a visit. She danced, as usual, with 
that magnificent gracefulness which distinguishes her 
style, and which one would have thought consonant 
with that appreciation of high art that ought to pre- 
vail here, Strange to say, however, she met only with 
a oold reception and acid criticism, But, in truth, 
neither Opera nor La Danse flourish as in Milan, 
Naples, and Venice, ‘ Alfieri’? and “ Punchinello” 
divide all the honours, 

The Roman temperament is gentle, affable, and 
frank, but susceptible, nevertheless, of being wrought 
up into madness of passion by jealousy; and many 
families of consequence have their escutcheons blotted 
with crime, ‘A short time ago a young lady, who be- 
longed neither to the Dorias, Rospigliosos, or Colonnas, 
but to a stock almost as ancient, was, much against 
her will, placed tn a convent for family reasons, 
When her novitiate was about to expire she was taken 
home in astate of pitiable dejection, from which it was 
feared she could not recover, A change, however, 
came over her. A superb garden was attached to the 
Palazzo, and this adjoined another belonging to that 
ofan English family of rank. ‘The young lady, whom 
we will call ‘ Francesca,” during her starlight walks 
on one of the terraces, became intimate with the 
daughter of Sir ***, A warm friendship sprang up 
between these young and beautiful girls; and Fran- 
cesca, unknown to her mother, who had austerely 
forbidden her to form any acquaintance, was induced 


to enter the English mansion. From this period her 
health began visibly to improve, the dazzling gaiety, 
the cordiality, the friendliness of the baronet’s estab- 
lishment were so delightful a contrast to the sullen 
and almost funereal moroseness ‘at home ”’! Besides, 
there was the heir—handsome, and a very model of 
English manliness—between whom and herself an 
attachment made insidious and most rapid advances.

Stare Trias. — Mr. O’Dononor. — At 
Clonmel the court opened at a quarter-past nine 
o’clock on Saturday morning, when witnesses were 
produced for the defence. At ten minutes past eleven 
o’clock an intimation was conveyed to their lordships 
that the jury had agreed to their verdict. The jury 
then came into court with a verdict of Guilty. After 
a short pause, J udge Moore perused the issue paper, 
and then handed it to the Clerk of the Crown, and di- 
rected him toread it. It was to the following effect :— 
We find ‘ guilty’ on the first five counts, and 

not guilty’ on the sixth. We unanimously recom- 


mend the prisoner to mercy in the strongest manner, 
in consequence of his having withdrawn, and having 
disconnected himself from his associates previous to 
the attack at Farrinrory.” The Chief Justice then 
directed the court to be adjourned till ten o’clock on 
Monday, immediately upon which the judges retired. 


Cionme.. — TRIAL or MeaGuer, — The 
trial of “‘ Meagher of the sword”? commenced on Mon- 
day morning, and appeared to resuscitate the interest 
taken at first in the proceedings of the special com- 
mission, The judges took their seats at the usual 
hour. Mr. Whiteside, Q.C., Mr. Butt, Q.C., Sir Col- 
man O’Loghlen, and Mr. F. Maher, were retained for 
the prisoner. On the name of the first juror being 
called, Mr. Meagher addressed the court from the 
dock in the following terms :—‘‘ My lords, previous to 
the jury being sworn, I respectfully beg leave to say a 
few words, I desire to protest against the construc- 
tion of the panel from which the jury by which I am 
to be tried has been selected. Personally, I care not 
whether I am to be tried by Protestants or by Roman 
Catholics, though I am myself a Roman Catholic. I 
feel that my cause, my honour, my liberty, my life, 
are as safe in the hands of a jury composed exclusively 
of Protestants as they mand be with a jury composed 
exclusively of Roman Catholics. Were I indeed to 
consult my own feelings, I would not make these ob- 
Servations; but, my lords, as a matter of principle—a 
principle vitally affecting the open, legitimate, satis- 
factory administration of justice in this kingdom— 
upon high public grounds, perhaps the highest public 
grounds that can exist, I feel myself called upon to 
protest, which I do so in the most solemn manner, 
against the system by which, in a Catholic county of a 
Catholic country, only eighteen Roman Catholices— 
—eighteen Roman Catholics (with emphasis )—are re- 
turned upon a panel of nearly three hundred jurors.” 
Loud applause, clapping of hands, and stamping of 
feet in the galleries, followed this characteristic ad- 
dress. After the challenges and the arraignment for 
high treason, the Attorney-General rose to state the 
case for the prosecution. Finally, the court adjourned 
till half-past nine o’clock on Tuesday morning.—On 
the 17th, after a great deal of evidence and cross- 
examination, during which it was contended that it 
was impossible to connect Mr. O’Brien’s and Mr, 
Meagher’s purpose together, the court adjourned till 
the following day.

Cathedral.—To the admirers of pure Gothic archi- 
tecture this majestic edifice must give the highest 
ratification, uniting, as it does, all that is lofty, sub- 
ime, and imposing, with beauty, vastness, and 
solidity. The graceful elegance of several parts, and 


the solemn and harmonious effect of the whole, place it 
decidedly in the first rank of churches. i 
stone, decorated with statues, bas-reliefs, and other 


ornaments; 350 feet in length, 222 in breadth, and 


about 80 in height, with five doors and thirty-one win- 
dows. The tiles of the roof are coloured red, green, 


and white, and are glazed, and form a colossal crest of 


the house of Austria (the double-headed eagle) in a 
species of mosaic, The church was commenced, 1144, 
by Henry, the first Duke of Austria. During the fol- 
lowing century it was three times nearly destroyed by 
fire; and the present edifice was completed by Rudolph 
IV. about 1480.

The interior of the church is striking and majestic, 
and the proportions are graceful, The nave is lofty, 
and the eighteen pillars which support the yoof are of 
vast size, and are richly ornamented. 

Beneath the church is the crypt of the Imperial 
Family, where, from 1365 to 1576, their bodies were 
interred; but from that period only their bowels, 
which are preserved in co per vases, the heart being 
sent to the Augustins’ Church, and the body to the

THE SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION, 

ATTACK ON THE CATHEDRAL.—On Frida , the 
6th instant, at one o’clock, the rappel wag peaten 
in all the quarters of the city; and the eople pro- 
ceeded to Sr. Srrpuen’s Kircuy, the CA’ HEDRAL 
of Vienna, to reduce a party of the National Guards 
of the parishes of Wimmer and Karnthen, who 
sided with the Government, and who had taken up 
their position in the Cathedral of St. Stephen to pre- 
vent the tocsin being sounded. The people and the 
students entreated them to open the doors of the 
sacred building, but their entreaties were in vain, and, 
on a detachment of the insurgent National Guards 
coming up, the latter were fired at by the garrison of 
the cathedral, Another combat took place; the in- 
surgents were beaten off and forced to retire, but the 
rallied and pressed hard upon their antagonists, who 
by this time fired from the windows of the church and 
of the neighbouring houses. The insurgents, furious 
at the treachery of the Imperialists,” raised a cry 
for artillery.

and the firing from the houses was soon effectually 
silenced, The church-doors were then broken open, 
and the interior of the church was searched in order to 
detect and capture its defenders. :

Many very elegant bonnets of the present season 
are composed of satin and velvet, in combination ;

Are we more likely to cause a 
needless alarm than add a valuable and profitable 
fact to the reader’s knowledge by helping to with- 
draw such information from the exclusive depo- 
sitories which haye held it hitherto?

that it is great. In the thousand imprudences per- 
sons of consumptive habit commit, there is that 
defiance of consequences which is the result of 
ignorance, Believing that they may not injure, we 
are tempted to brave them; but the man who 
knows that injury is inevitable has that dread for 
his protection ; and, possibly, is saved through its 
assistance, 

Upon the condition and progress of what are 
called tubercles depend the various stages of con- 
sumption; and we have here the tubercle defined 
‘as a ‘peculiar morbid or adventitious matter de- 
posited in the substance of an organ ; foreign to its 
normal or natural structure, depending upon un- 
natural secretion or imperfect nutrition; and ter- 
minating in the wasting or destruction of the 
organ.” It follows that, if the organ be a vital 
one—as in the} lungs—life goes with it, when the 
tubercle has finished its career. 

There are three stages of this substance :— 

FIRST STAGE OF TUBERCLES. 

* At first they are in the form of a small, round 
body, similar to a millet-seed, of a grey colour, and 
nearly transparent; they are firm and gritty to the 
touch; but, if pressed between the fingers, they 
crumble or break down, like a morsel of dried mortar 
or dried putty; they are strongly adherent to the 
structure of the lungs; and are more commonly found 
in the cellular texture, or loose tissue which separates 
the bronchial or air-cells from each other. In number 
they may range from four, or six, or twelve, to as 
many thousands.”’ 


SECOND STAGE, 

‘In the second stage they have increased consider- 
ably in size, by additions to their external surface ; 
and, as far as my own observations have gone, the 
fewer they are in number the greater size are they 
capable of acquiring, so that sometimes they attain 
the size of an almond: their colour also undergoes a 
change, and they now assume, especially at the centre, 
a yellow tint, which gradually spreads towards the 
whole cireumference. As they increase they become 
more closely approximated to each other, and, by suc- 
cessive growths or crops, which spring up between the 
interstices of the more matured tubercles, that part of 
the lung in which they are situated is studded with 
large, yellow, irregular-shaped/masses, of a hard and 
firm character,” 

THIRD STAGE, 


In the third stage, which we shall not quote in 
the words of Dr, Yeoman, the tuberele begins to 
soften, and proceeds until it liquefies and bursts; 
it is expectorated by cough, and leaves a cavity in 
¢ the lung, technically called a tubercular excavation, 
When two or more, contiguous, burst at the same 
time, running into each other, the cavity is larger, 
and is called a vomica. Now, Nature attempts to 
repair the injuries which she has suffered, and 
endeavours to unite the sides of the excavation by 
a cicatriz or scar. But other tubercles succeed; 
and we shall now extract such passages as refer to 
the creation of these particles and their hereditary 
nature. 

Let us remark first that, as they never stop in 
their second stage, but must go on to the third, the 
chance of life lies in precautions which shall arrest 
their progress, where consumption is in the blaod, at 
first 1-— 
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“A tubercle, like an egg or spawn in the animal 
kingdom, or a seed in the vegetable kingdom, pos- 
sesses Within itself a principle of life, which requires 
only favouring circumstances to develop and mature.

Materials—Two skeins of coarse green purse silk, 

ane bunches of No.7 steet beads, and a No, 12 

mesh, 

In netting this purse always commence at the 
Same end you left off at, or you will destroy the 
pattern, ; 

Net a foundation of 51 stitches, join on the silk, 
pass down 3 beads, and net a stitch ; 
repeat to the end of the row. 

2nd row.—Pass down 3 beads and 
net 1 stitch, keeping the beads of 
the previous row to the right hand; 
repeat, Net 38 rows in the same 
manner #8 the second, which. will 
be sufficient for the width. Close 
one-third at each end, the remaining 
third forming the opening in the 
centre, In doing this a mesh is not 
requisite, but attach a length of silk 
to end stitch of the first or last row; 
net it to the corresponding stitch of 
the opposite row; then turn the 
purse; net to the next stitch of the 
side you commenced on, So proceed, 
passing down 8 beads on every other 
stitch ; leave one-third of the length 
for the opening, round which net 2 
rows with a very fine mesh; draw 
up one end, to which add a tassel ;

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IMPORTANT TO EMIGRANTS. 

At the Mansion-house Lieutenant Lean, R.N., the London 
agent for Government emigration, & peared at the justice. 
room, for the purpose of calling the ord Mayor's attention 
to a matter of considerable public importance, He had, he 
said, been instructed by the authorities at the Colonial Land 
and Emigration Office to represent to his lordship the cases 
of three men upon whom a person residing in Billiter-street 
had attempted to practise a gross fraud, by pike bie fete 
entrap them into the payment of a sum of money, under the 

retence that the company he represented, but which it was 

elievéed was litnited to himself, were Government emigration 
agents, ‘The pretence of the self-constituted emigration agent 
was the more deeply mischievous as he required payinent 
under the plea of procuring for his victims that. which if 
applied for at the Government Colonial and Emigration Office, 
in Park-street, Westminster, would have been given without 
any charge at all. The three poor men, who accompanied 
him to the Mansion-howse, had, upon the recommendation of 
the person complained of, sold off all their goods, and prepared 
themselves to emigrate to Australia, ‘They had, however, 
fortunately called upon him, and mentioned the extent of the 
transaction which had taken place, and he could arrive at no 
other conclusion than that a most nefarious fraud was medi- 
tated againet them. When he had made due investigation, 
he reported the case to the Government emigration com-~- 
missioners, who hedound had not given any authority at all 
to the party who pretended to be delegated by them, and 
expressed a hope that the press would lend its aid to the 
counteraction of so serious an evil as the success of so dangerous 
an imposition, He could not more clearly express the views 
of the commissioners than by reading an extract from the 
official letter which he had received wpon the subject, and 
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‘ho occasion whatever for an agent in London. Asa matter 


which stated as follows :—‘‘ As it is stated that no money has 
yet been received b , the commissioners are of opinion 
that it would not be possible to take any legal proceedings 
hy pre them, Nevertheless, as the practice which they have 
adopted might lead to fraud, and might expose poor emigrants 
to imposition, the commissioners think it would be advisable 
that the utmost publicity should be given to the fact that 
there is no agent in London authorized to distribute forms or 
receive money, or act in ey other way on behalf of the com- 
missioners, but that all information and the necessary forms 


be procured gratis, on application at this office,

of course there were agents appointed for different parts of 
the conutry, who were invested with the necessary authority.

After some 
urther remarks the Lord Mayor observed, “ The practices 
complained of have not been so far pursued as to enable me 
to act in my magisterial capacity; but I trust that the public 
exposure which I have no doubt will very soon follow the 
representations you have made will deter parties from engaging 
in such unworthy transactions. I trust, too, that emigrants 
will take a lesson from what has been stated, and adopt the 
efficacious and economical plan of applying to the commis- 
sioners in Park-street, Westminster, tor the facilities which 
on such occasions are so indispensable. If there were any 
means by which I could make an example in this matter, I 
would, without hesitation, resort to them, and inflict a penalty, 
the efficacy of which would not be easily forgotten. I have 
lately decided in a case somewhat similar, and obtained re- 
tribution for the injured parties, and nothing woald give me 
greater gratification than the power to obtain for you similar 
recompense. I much regret that you have beer victimised, 
but I have nodoubt that, upon Lieutenant Lean’s representation 
to the board, the commissioners will consider your cases with 
a high degree of humanity.”—Lieutenant Lean said the com- 
missioners had given due consideration to the case of the 
oor men, and would treat them in the manner his lordship 
ad so kindly suggested.

In the centre of the area is the entrance, by a flight of 
steps covered with a small building of a pyram dical
